Reference  your  Order  #415-58  concerning  the  vacation  of 
Yale  Drive  from  Cambridge  Blvd.  to  its  east  terminus. 

Please  be  advised  that  it  is  the  opinion  of  the  Traffic 
Engineering  Department  that  the  portion  of  Yale  Blvd.  outlined 
above  should  be  vacated.  This  opinion  is  predicated  upon  the 
construction  of  a major  shopping  center  immediately  east  of 
the  terminus  of  Yale  Blvd.  which  should  generate  a considerable 
increase  of  vehicular  traffic  in  the  general  area  south  of 
U.  S.  30  & 30  between  Cambridge  Blvd.  and  Poinsetta  Drive. 

Access  to  the  shopping  center  area  should  not  be  attracted 
to  use  points  other  than  those  approved  by  authorized  curb  cuts 
or  driveways  for  this  purpose.

Re:  The  proposed  vacation  of  Yale  Drive  from  Cambridge  Blvd,  east  to  its 

eastern  terminus. 

Dear  Don: 

If  this  portion  of  Yale  Drive  is  vacated,  it  would  create  a block  which  would 
be  2095  feet  in  length  between  intersecting  streets.  Normally,  we  would  be 
opposed  to  such  a long  block  length.  However,  due  to  the  peculiar  situation 
of  this  area  being  immediately  adjacent  to  the  Skyline  Shopping  Center,  which 
has  a building  proposed  to  be  constructed  immediately  east  of  the  eastern  ter- 
minus of  Yale  Drive,  we  can  not  foresee  any  need  for  this  street  to  remain 
established. 

Assuming  the  shopping  center  will  be  developed  as  shown  on  the  plans  which 
are  on  file,  it  would  be  our  recommendation  that  this  portion  of  Yale  Drive 
be  vacated  since  it  would  not  serve  any  practical  purpose  as  far  as  the  move- 
ment of  traffic  is  concerned  east  of  Cambridge  Blvd,
